‘I'he deep religious interest that 
was at the north part of the city, seemed to re- 
act upon us at the south, and many members of 
our churchseemed to have imparted to them new 
vigor and new life in their spiritual feelings by at- 
tendance upon the meetings in the churches where | 
the revival had already commenced. About this 
ume a powerful work of grace was in progress at 
the Methodist Church in Church street. The | 
meetings held there were also attended by many 
members of our Church, and the accounts that | 
reached us, from day to day and from week to 
week, of what God was doing there in the conver- 
sion of sinners, tended much to deepen religious 
feeling generally, and lead us to feel that if we 
would share the blessing which God was pouring 
out all around us, we were called upon to hum- 
ble ourselves before him. Perhaps the first deci- 
ded indications of a revival of religion, were man- | 
ifested early in the month of January in the young 
men’s prayer-meeting. This meeting had been 
held for some years in a private house, and the 
average attendance was not more than from 8 to 
12. Without any unusual effort being made, the 
number was increased to 25. It became a meet- 
ing of much solemnity. The numbers attending 
this meeting continued to increase, so that the 
rooms where they were accustomed to meet, were 
too strait for them, and the meeting was adjourn- 
ed to the vestry. It has been continued until the 
present tine, is well attended,and open for all who 
may wish to come. It is conducted by the young 
men, and has, we have reason to believe, been pro- 
ductive of much good. 

“In the month of January, our house was clos- | 
ed for repairs, and was not opened again until 
April; our only place of meeting was the vestry, 
and our congregation was very much scattered ; 
the church was also destitute of a pastor, Under | 
these circumstances, it seemed almost hopeless to 
expect arevival. Laboring under these discour- 
agements, the hand of God was the more striking- 
ly manifest. Under the labors of Rev. G. D. Ab- 
yott, who preached with us two or three months, 
the religious interest increased. Meetings were 
held every evening in the week, with the excep- 
tion of Saturday, tor several weeks. At the close 
of the meetings, anxious persons were invited to 
remain for conversation. ‘The first time the invi- 
tation was given, only one stopped ; at the second 
three, at the third six. The number of inquirers 
increased to 75 or 100, A day of fasting and 
prayer was observed, whicl tended to humble 
Christians before God, and led us to feel our de- 
pendence more upon the Holy Spirit. The sea- 
son ofthe deepest interest with us was from the 
middle of January to the middle of March. The 
number of those that have indulged hopes in 
Christ, 1s about 75. Many of the converts are 
young men and women, and about half are from 
the Sabbath School. On the first Sabbath in July, 
forty were adinitted to the Church. The Holy 
Spirit is now partially withdrawn from us. This 
must be attributed to the relaxing of prayer and 
personal efforts. :

INFANT BAPTISM. 

Mr. Editor,—I sent you, some time since, the 
testimony of Tertullian on the subject of Infant 
Baptism, which you permitted to appear in your 
truly useful paper. That this rite, as applie 
the infants of believers was dearto the church 
during the first three centuries sueceeding the 
apostolic age, there is the in 
the writings of that period. Having recently had 
occasion to investigate the testimony of the Fa- 
thers with reference to this point, I found state- 
ments, which I do not remember to have seen 
quoted, and which may be interesting to your 
readers, 

Gregory Nazienzen lived about 260 years from 
the time of the Apostles, [n his sermon concern- 
ing baptism, Chap. 4, he thus speaks to those, who 
were dilatory in this consecration of their children 
to God. “ Hast though an infantchild? Let 
not wickedness have the advantage of time. Let 
him be sanctified from his infancy. Let him be | 
dedicated from his cradle tothe Spirit. Thou, as a 
faint-hearted inother, and of little faith, art afraid 
of giving him the sear, because of the weakness 
of nature. Let the name of the ‘T'rinity be called 
over him, that great and excellent preservative.” 

Basil was contemporary with Gregory. Among 
many appropriate items in his exhortations to bap- 
tism, I merely take the following, * A Jew does 
not delay circumcision, because of the threaten- 
ing, that every soul that is not circumcised the 
eighth day shall be cut off from lis people. And 
dost thou put off the circumcision made without 
hands, in the putting offthe flesh, which is perform- 
ed in baptism, when thou hearest our fal himself 
say, verily, verily [ say unto you, except one be 
born of water and the Spirit, he cannot enter into 
the kingdom of God?” Here, as in most of the 
writings of this early period, the idea is clearly 
expressed, that baptism in the Christian church 
takes the place of circumcision in the Jewish— 
and thus its application to the infants of believers 
was then, as now, proved to be obvious and im- 
perative. 

Ambrose, who wrote a few yeurs later, in 
speaking of circumcision, |. 2. ¢. 11, says: * For 
avery good reason does the law command the 
males to be cireuincised in the beginning of infan- 
cy, because as circumeisivn ts from infancy, so 1s 
the disease. No time ouglit to be void of the rem- 
edy, because none is void of guilt.” From ths 
Jewish practice, and the reason assigned for it, 
he infers the duty of Infant Baptism; and at the 
close, he introduces John 3: 5. “ Except one be 
born of water and of the Spirit,” etc. with the fol- 
lowing commentary. “You see that Christ ex- 
cepts no person, nol even an infant, not one that 
is hindered by any unavoidable accident.” To 
be * born of water” is the same thing in the esti- 
mation of this writer, as to be baptized. 

Chrysostom, who flourished about the same pe- 
riod, makes the following statements with refer- 
ence tothe rite of circumsion. “ There was pain 
and trouble in the practice of that; but one cir- 
cumetsion, l mean the grace ol Baptism, gives cure 
without pain, and procures ts a thousand bene- 
fits, and fills us with the grace of the Spirit. And 
it has no determinate time, as that had; but one 
that is in the very beginning of his age,or one that 
is in the middie of it, or one that is in his old age, 
may receive ths circumcision made withoat 
hands.” Home! 40. 

Justin Martyr, who lived only 40 years from

the time of the Apostles, entertained the same} 
views of the relation of circumcision to baptism, 
us were expressed by the writers already quoted. 
In his Dialogue with Typho, pp. 59, he says “ We 
also, who by him have had access to God, have 
not received this carnal circumcision, but the spir- 
iiual circumcision by baptism, because we were 
sinners; and it is enjoined on all persons to receive 
it by the same way.’ 

The inference from these statements may safe- 
ly be left to the reader. CLenicus,

MASS. MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

Mr. Editor,—The relation which this Society 
holds to Western Missions, appears to be not 
clearly understood. For the information of many | 
enquirers who are awaking to newness of life on! 
the subject of Home Missions, 1 wish, through | 
your columns, to place before the public a brief 
statement of the facts. 

In 1827, the “ Domestic Missionary Society of'| 
Massachusetts,” whose object had been to supply | 
the destitute congregations in this State, was uni-| 
ted tothe “ Massachusetts Missionary Society,” 
which for more than a quarter of a century had| 
been moving in a wider sphere. One of the terms | 
of that union was this: “ After the united Society | 
has from year to year supplied the necessities of| 
Massachusetts, its surplus funds shall be paid 
over to the A. H. M. Society, to be expended by 
them in supporting missions in other parts of the 
United States.” This auxiliary relation was in 
accordance with the 7th article of that Society’s 
constitution, Perhaps the chief fault of this ar- 
rangement was, its tendency to limit the respon- 





| sibility of the M. M. Society to the feeble par-| 


ishes within its own bounds. Its operations were 
not sufficiently coadjutant with the great work of 


| evangelizing the West, which was then beginning | 


to arrest the public attention as it had not before 
done, The receipts of its Treasury scarcely ex- 
ceeded $6,000 per annuin while this connexion] 
lasted. If this small sum was not all wanted to 
supply the destitute in Massachusetts, the residue, 
at the end of the year, was paid over to the Na- 
tional Society, 

At the annual meeting in 1832, “the Executive 
Committee recommended, that the Society become 
auxiliary tothe A. H. M. Society agreeably to 
the eighth article of their constitution, instead of 
the seventh—which recommendation, after dis- 
cussion, Was unanimously adopted,” and has been 
the basis of the connexion ever since. That ar- 
ticle is in the following words: | 

“Art. &. Every Auxiliary Society, which shall 
agree to pay the whole of its funds to this Society, 
shall be entitled to a missionary or missionaries, 
to labor in such field as it may designate; at 
least to the amount of its contributions ; provided 
such designation be made at the time of pay- 
jen

not so much an eluciliary, as a component part, of 
the A. TI.

SOUTH MIDDLESEX CONFERENCE OF 
CHURCHES. 

This body met at Berlin, on the Ith, and 1th 
inst. The churches composing it, fifteen in num- 
ber, were all represented. No special attention 
to religion was reported as existing at present in 
any of the congregations. The contributions to 
the Home Missionary Society the past year have 
been, including the valuation of boxes, (87 dol- 
lars: to the Education Society, 336 dollars: and 
to the Tract Society, 23" dollars. 

Addresses in behalf of the Domestic Missiona- 
ry Society, were made by Rev. Mr. Ballard of 
Grand Rapids, Mich. and Rey. J. S. Clarke, the | 
very accept Secretary of the Massachusetts 
branch ;—also by Rev. Messrs. Webster, Means, 
and Hunt. 

The following resolution in respect to the Ed- 
ucation Society was unanimously adopted, after 
having been supported by addresses from Rev. 
Messrs. Day and Storrs. 

“ Resolved, That the preaching of the gospel still 
remains the appointed instrumentality for the con- 
version of men: that at no period since the Chris- 
tian era, has there been a more urgent call for 
the employment of this instrumentality: and that, 
inthe present crisis of the American Education 
Society, we feel bound renewedly to express our 
deep conviction that in laboring to raise up a body 
of pious and well qualified preachers, it is enu- 
tled to our warmest sympathy and most cordial 
support.” This Conference has always been 
friendly to the education cause, and will be the 
last to desert it. Witha single exception, con- 
tributions for its funds were made the past year 
in every congregation, and the total amount col- 
lected is nearly one hundred dollars larger than 
that contributed for the Tract Society. | 

The following important resolutions were re- 
ported by a committee appointed for that purpose, 
and unanimously adopted. If faithfully carried 
into execution, their intluence will be sensibly 
felt. 

Whereas the evils of licensing public houses 
for the sale of intoxicating drinks are so numerous 
end great; resu of the life, 
health, character, influence and property of those 
who frequent them ; resulting also in the destruc- 
tion of the hopes and prospects of families, of their} 
peace and domestic comfort; and resulting, by 
reason of the temptation they hold out, in the in-

security of men given to appetite, who would oth- 
erwise be sober and industrious, and in the inse- 
curity of the young and thoughtless ; therefore, 

Resolved, 1st. That we recommend to Temper- 
ance men in our respective churches and commu- 
nities, a short time previous to the meetings of the 
several towns on the first Monday in March, to 
awaken public attention to the subject of licen- 
sing individuals for the sale of alcoholic liquors : 
to cause an article to be inserted in the warrant 
for said meeting, instructing the select men not to 
approbate individuals for the above mentioned 
purpose, and to do all in their power in their re- 
spective towns to pass the same. 

Resolved, 2d. That we recommend to Tem- 
perance men in our churches and communities, 
that they endeavor to induce their respective 


towns to appoint a Committee of true and faith- | 


ful temperance men, who in case any application 
shall be made for license, shall appear, at the ex- 
pense of the town before the county Comnission- 
ers, Whose duty it isto decide on granting said 
licenses, and there solemnly and earnestly protest 
against it, as an infringement of the rights of our 
respective communities, of the welfare of indi- 
viduals, and of the laws of God. 

Resolved, 3d. That in case the respective 
towns cannot be induced to send Committees to 
protest against the license of houses for the sale 
of alcoholic drinks, we recommend to the Tem- 
perance Societies in said towns to appoint a Com- 
mittee to appear before the Commissioners, with 
their solemn and faithful protest. 

Resolved, Ath. That a Committee of one indi- 
vidual from each of our respective churches, be 
appointed by the Conference, to see that the 
above resolutions are carried into efiect, in their 
respective towns, 

After an address in behalf of the Tract Society, 
by Rev. Jacob Cummings, a discourse by Rev. 
Mr. Dowse, and the administration of the Lord’s 
Supper, the Conference adjourned, to meet at 
Natick in the spring. .

And further, the alleged grounds on which the | 
church appear to have formed the conclusion, that 
the usefulness of their pastor was to be despaired 


| of, were wholly insufficient to justify them in 


seeking a dismission; and some of the grounds 
of this disaffection are, in our minds, reasons why 
they should have loved him the more. 

If he would not give up the control of im- 
portant revival measures to some individuals in | 
the church, and follow the lead of ardent, but 
misguided piety in others, in preference to his 
own judgment; and if he would not give his 
sanction to a sort of revival measures which, in 
the judgment of our wisest men, are disastrous : 
if he would not sanction the making of the pas- 
toral office subordinate to itinerant evangelism ; 
if he would not allow women to address promis- 
cuous assemblies, and religious meetings to be 
continued at unseasonable hours; if he would 
not so cordially co-operate with an evangelist, 
introduced to his pulpit by the suggestion of oth- 


| ers, under circumstances in which he could not 


openly remonstrate without great injury, if he 
could not yield to an undue impatience for 
present results; we think he is emphatically to 
be commended, before the Christian world, for 
his wisdom and firimness herein. And we cannot 
do any act, which may even be construed into a 
sanction of the condemnation of conduct so faith- 
ful in cireumstances so trying. If those, who 
ought to have sustained him then, had been his 
helpers, and not his dictators, they would, in all 
probability have enjoyed a rich ingathering, in- 
stead of coming to the painful scenes, which we 
now deplore. 

Now in these circumstances, we feel that if 
the dismission does take place, a grievous wrong 
will be inflicted; for which the responsibility 
will mainly rest on those who have sought the 
dismission; and ifthey are willing, like Christian 
men, to exercise proper feelings towards their 
pastor, and towards each other, the evil may now 
be, in a great measure repaired. And, in our ac- 
tion, us a council, we feel unwilling to do any 
thing on the assumption that they will not do 
right. We will not take it for granted, that they

REVIVAL IN LONDONDERRY, N. H. 

In the early part of last winter, it was ascertain- 
ed, by private personal conversation with several 
individuals that their minds were anxious and 
tender about the salvation of their souls, ‘The at- 
tendance on the sanctuary and on occasional lec- 
tures, and the marked attention to the word spo- 
ken, were also quite encouraging tokens.

Eliot's Bible was printed in Cambridge, in 1663, 
by Sumuel Green and Marmaduke Johnson, under | 
the immediate patronage of the Society which had | 
been formed in England, for the propagation of the 
gospel among the Indians in New-England, com- 
monly called “the Corporation.” Johnson was 
went over from England by the Corporation for the |

Green had been connected with the press almost 
ever since it was first established in Cambridge. 
The Corporation, at first, had their printing done 
in England, but when Eliot had translated his 
Catechism, &c. and eventually the Bible, into the 
Indian language, it became necessary that the 
printing should be done here.t The first materials 
for the work arrived in 1655.
